Is First Topic 
at NAV. Forum 


lapanese official 
at first session of 
Arlington forum 


“Japanese 
expansion, 
what 
it 
m eans to the United States” will 
be the subject of a meeting a r­ 
ranged by the Northwest Subur­ 
b a n Community Forum for Sep­ 
tem ber 19 at the Arlington Heights 
high school auditorium. Ever since 
1931 Japan has been following a 
course of action which the United 
# States has opposed. Events of the 
past few weeks have brought the 
two nations to the verge of head­ 
on conflict. 
The Northwest Suburban Com­ 
m unity Forum, recently chartered 
for the purpose of promoting “fair 
and intelligent discussion of pub­ 
lic 
affairs,” 
has 
arranged 
for 
speakers to present both sides of 
this controversial question. 
Mr. 
Kihachiro Ohmori, consul-general 
for Japan in Chicago, has agreed 
to speak at the m eeting of Friday, 
Septem ber 19. 
Relations between 
the two countries are in such a 
critical state th at Mr. Ohmori re­ 
served the right to cancel his part 
in the Forum meeting if an open 
diplomatic break should occur be­ 
fore 
th at 
date. 
An 
American 
speaker long fam iliar with Far- 
E astern m atters will discuss the 
question from the American point 
of view. There will be ample op­ 
portunity after these men have 
spoken for the audience 
to ask 
questions. 
This will be the first of a series 
of 
meetings 
to 
be 
presented 
throughout the coming 
fall and 
w inter months by the Northwest 
Suburban Community Forum. Some 
will be lectures and others will be 
sim ilar to the meeting scheduled 
for Septem ber 19. All will be on 
subjects of current interest and 
the Forum plans to secure speakers 
who are known to be authorities on 
the subjects chosen.

Wheeling landmark 
destroyed by fire 


One of the few remaining Land­ 
marks of Wheeling was 
badly 
damaged by fire when the Wheel­ 
ing Feed Mill was turned into a 
raging inferno a few minutes after 
a gasoline torch exploded last Wed­ 
nesday afternoon. 
Delver Dever, 
who assisted his 
brother-in-law, 
Henry Reeb, in operating the mill, 
was starting the engine when the 
torch exploded. He threw the torch 
from the building, but the burning 
gas had already done the mischief. 
Mr. Dever attem pted to smother 
the flames with grain 
bags, but 
they spread so rapidly he was 
forced to flee for his life. The vol­ 
unteer fire departm ent responded 
promptly, but the entire building 
was already enveloped in flames. 
The firemen soon had the fire under 
control when they turned the four 
powerful stream s of w ater onto 
the burning building. The building 
was badly charred throughout, and
